ies rreas by the Statute made in the Eight andtwentieth year of the Reign of King Henry 
1 9 the Eighth, koz Pꝛiſing of Wines, it is provided, That the Lozd Chancellour, Lo2d 
„Trealurer, Lord Peelident of the Kings moſt Honourable Council, Loꝛd Pzivy Seal, 
4 N and the Loꝛds Chief Juſtices of either Bench, o2 Five, Four, oz Thee of them, hall 
AN have Power and Authozity by their diſcretion to let the Prices ok all kinds of Wines, as 
FS m the laid Statute is erpzeſfed ; By virtue whereof, the Loꝛd Keeper of the Gzeat Seal, 
9 the Loꝛd Keeper of the Þ2ivy Seal, the Loꝛd Chiet Juſtice of the Kings Bench, and the 
WN Loꝛd Chief Juſtice of the Common-Pleas, the Two and twentieth day of December lalt, 
did Oꝛder, That Canary Wines, Alleganc and Muſcadels, be ſold in Gꝛols at Twenty four pounds the Pipe oꝛ 
But, and Nine pence the Pint by Retail ; Sacks and Malagoes in Gꝛols at Twenty two pounds the But, and 
Eight pence the Pint by Retail ; And that French Wines Mould be ſold in Gꝛols foꝛ Twenty thꝛee pounds the 
Tun, and Eight pence the Quart by Retail ; And that Rheaiſh Wines be fold at Sir pounds the Aulm, and 
Twelve pence the Quart by Recail : And lo accozding to theſe pꝛopoꝛtions, fo2 greater and leſſer quantities, 
either in Gꝛols 02 by Retail, beſides the Jmpoſition laid on Mines, which may be received by the late Act of 
Parliament in that behalf ; and that none pꝛelume to ſell at higher Pꝛices during the nert year enſuing, to be 
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luch as inhabit in remote parts of this Realm , And that ſuch as be found Delinquents therein; may ac⸗ 
knowledge their own wilkulnels is the cauſe of the danger and Penalty they fail into after Advertilements: 
His Majeſties Will and Pleaſure is, and by the Advice of the ſaid Lozds, and the reſt of Bis Pꝛivy Council, 
accoꝛding to one other Statute made in that behalf, in the Fourth year ok the Reign of His moſt Noble Pꝛoge⸗ 
nitoꝛ King Edward the Third, by this His Royal Pꝛoclamation doth Publiſh and Declare, That foz One 
year next following, to be accounted as afozeſaid, Canary Wines, Alleganc and Muſcadels, be not fold in Gꝛols 
above Twenty four pounds the But oz Pipe, and at Nine pence the Pint by Retail; And that Sacks and 
Malagoes be not fold in Gꝛols at above Twenty two pounds the But, and Eight pence the Pint by Retail ; 
And that French Wines be not ſold at above Twenty thee pounds the Tun, and Eight pence the Quart by 
Betail ; And that Rheniſh TUines be not ſold in Gꝛols at above Sir pounds the Aulm, and Twelve pence the 
Quart by Retail,and accoꝛding to theſe pꝛopoꝛtions, foꝛ greater oz leſſer quantities, either in Gꝛols oz byRetail, 
beſides the Jmpoſition laid on Mines, which may be received by the ſaid Act of Parliament in that behaif, 
Which Rates and Paices His Majeſties Pleaſure is, ſhall be duely obſerved in all his Poꝛts and other places 
within this Realm, where Wines are Landed, and within Ten miles of thoſe Poꝛts and places, And it 
is His Majeſties Plealure, That in thoſe places where Wines by Land-carriage all be conveyed moze then 
Ten miles from the next Poꝛt, the ſeveral ſozts of Wines afozeſaid ſhall and may be ſold accozding to the 
Rates afozelaid, with an allowance not erceeding Four pounds the Tun, and One peny the Quart fo: 
the Carriage thereof upon Land every Thirty miles, and accoꝛding to that pꝛopoꝛtion, and not at greater 
Bates. Strictly Charging and Commanding ſuch of His Subjects, and others whom it may concern, 
That none of them during the time afozeſaid, pꝛelume to ſell any of the ſaid Wines in Gꝛols, oꝛ by Retail, 
at higher Rates then by this His Majelties Pꝛoclamation, and the ſaid late Act of Parliament are appointed, 
under the Fozfeitures and Penalties mentioned in the laid Statute, and other the Laws and Statutes of 
this Realm o2dained in that behalf, and ſuch further Pains and Penalties, as by the Laws and Statutes 
of this Realm can oꝛ may be inflicted upon wilkul contemners of His Majeſties Royal Command and Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation: Requiring and Commanding all Mayozs, Sheriffs, Juſtices of the Peace, Cuſtomers, Com- 
ptrollers, and other Officers of His Majeſties Pozts, and all others whom it ſhall concern, diligently to ob⸗ 
ſerve, take notice of, and attend the execution of this His Royal Pleaſure, and to give Jnfozmation to the 
the Loꝛds and others of the Pꝛivy Council, of the Delinquents, that they be pzoceeded againſt, and receive 
punichment AtLuzuing co cher it,
